It begins to look as if the whole question of rep¬ 
arations and inter-governmental debts arising out of 
the war will soon drop completely into die purely 
academic realm. Capacity to pay is an elusive phrase. 
As Germany has been finding die reparations money 
out of which instalments-have been paid on the debt 
owed to Britain by her allies end by her to the United 
States, aftd since practically all the money Germany 
has paid out in this way has been money loaned to 
her by her former adversaries. Germany ought to find 
it comparatively simple to show that she can not pay 
her reparations bill for many years to tome. Indeed, 
if it were not for the tragic cause of this business, 
there would be more than an element of humor in the 
whole reparations and inter-governmental debt discus¬ 
sion. The guess that when the one-year moratorium 
went into effect, most of these bills were figuratively 
tom up. may not be far wrong. _

Mr. Bennett replaced them 
with a new schedule of higher duties, which, of course, 
decreased the British Preference. He took the 
schedule to London with him and told the British 
government’s representatives at the conference ‘here 
that if Britain would impose a general ton per cent 
tariff against foreign food-stuff., he would P* a «■»- 
lar duty on foreign goods entering Canada, thus giving 
British products that much advantage mthe Canadren 
market. That is to say. a duty of twenty per cent 
against British goods would mean twenty-two per cent 
against foreign goods.
